April 7.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] A distinct sensa- 
tion was caused today by the fil- 
ing of a suit for divorce by Mrs. Clara 
Louise von Hermann of Hamilton, the 
famous model, against her husband, 
Kari, in which Julia Marlowe, famous 
in the classic drama, is named as prin- 
cipal co-respondent. 

The suit has been entered at the Es- 
sex County Probate Court at Salem. 
The second co-respondent mentioned tn 
the libel is Mrs. Maud Thorburn Back- 
us of Brooklyn, but Mre. Von Her- 
mann appears to place the greatest 
emphasis upon her charges against 
Miss Marlowe, for whom, it ix said, 
Mr. Von Hermann was at one time 
assistant business manager or press 
agent. Miss Marlowe is understood tc 
be at present touring professionally in 
Upper Canada. 

The offenses enumerated the 
charges are alleged to have taken 
place in several cities between the au- 
tumn of 1903 and the spring of 190. 

It is asgerted that Mr. Von Hermann 
met Miss Marlowe six or seven years 
ago, through a highly eulogistic 
oritique of one of her performances, 
which he wrote as & newspaper man 
while the actress was playing in Loulis- 
ville, Ky. 

it is alleged that Miss Marlowe was 
so pleased with the notice that she 
sent for the writer, and soon after- 
“ward took him into her employ, and 
that later he went to Europe with her, 
and looked after the business affairs 
of the trip for her. 

It appears that Mrs. Von Hermann 
entered a suit for diverce against her 
husband, naming Miss Marlowe, once 
before, in 1903, but that she later with- 
drew it. She now declares that she is 
prepared to prove that, at about the 
time of that former suit, Miss Marlowe 
introduced Mr. Von Hermann to some 
one as her own husband. 

Mrs. Von Hermann's lawyer is Perley 
A. Bridgeham of Boston. 

Mr. Von Hermann, who is 3 years 
old, appears to have been a sort of 
rolling stone. He is said to have at- 
tended Exeter Academy, and later 
both the academic department and the 
law school of Harvard, but for a while 
only. Later he is said to have made a 
tour of the world in a sailing ship, and 
in recent years to have written on a 
variety of subjects for magazines and 
newspapers, including the Gans-Nel- 
son prize fight at Goldfield, for a San 
Francisco newspaper.

IL. ALIVE 
BY ACCIDENT. 


NO APPEAL TAKEN IN CASE OF 
YOUNG BANDIT. 


But Notice tc Do so Saves Murder- 
er’'s Neck—District Attorney Says 
Case for Attorney-General, That 
Official Declares He Never Heard 
of it. 


| That Daniel F. Meskil remains un- 
hung and still bas a lease of life is an 
accident. The date for his execution 
was set, but a Stay of execution was 
secured by the filling of a notice of ap- 
peal from the verdict rendered before 
Judge Smith in the local Superior 
Court, and the sentence of death prv- 
nounced upon him January 11. 

As a matter of fact this appeal was 
never filed and never perfected, even 
to presenting a bill of exceptions to 
Dist.-Atty. Fredericks, who, with Dep- 
uty District Attorney Fleming, prose- 
cuted Meskil for the murder of Patrol- 
man Patrick H. Lyons on November 
3%. There is no record of the appeal in 
the Meskii case on file in the Supreme 
Court, now in session here. according 
to the officers of that court, who were 
seen yesterday. 

The status of this desperate young 
murderer at the present time is that 
he ie under practically no sentence and 
must eventually be brought back to 
Los Angeles to be sentenced to death 
all over again before he can be hung. 
But Sheriff!’ Hammel does not know 
when this will be. The District Attor- 
ney states that the matter is before 
Atty.-Gen. Webb. The latter asserted 
yesterday that he knows nothing about 
the case: never heard of it. 

CRIMINAL ARISTOCRAT. 

Meanwhile Meskil is getting fat in 
San Quentin prison, and is looked upon 
as one of the criminal aristocrats of 
the hive. He has stood in the shadow 


jof the gallows, and may again, and 


this fact gives him rank among the 
despefate men—the outlaws and ene- 
mies of soctety. 

The fact that Meskil is alive under 
the circumstances piaces him in the 
unique position of the only murderer 
in the history of criminal cases in Cali- 
fornia, so far as known, who escaped 
the gallows on the day set for his exe- 
cution without a reprieve from the 
Governor or the perfection of an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court. 

When Meskil was sentenced to death 
and taken North by the Sheriff, he 
stated that he was ready to “take his 
medicine” and would not appeal. At 
the same time he denounced his at- 
torney, Samuel M. Smyser, who did all 
that an attorney could do under the 
circumstances to see that the prisoner 
had a fair trial. 

Smyser actually went further than 
his duty called, and filed a notice of 
appeal within the ten days after sen- 
tence had been pronounced, 

But after the filing of the notice, and 
when it came to presenting a bill of 
exceptions to the Dietrict Attorney, 
Smyeer found that there was practical- 
ly no legal ground upon which to base 
a practical appeal, which would stand 
a chance of saving the life of his client 
by appointment, and the appeal was 
never perfected, but was dropped as 
an expensive procedure of no avail. 

Meanwhile the notice that an ap- 
peal would be taken acted as a stay of 
execution, and the prisoner's neck was 
temporarily saved, 

QUEER PLEA FOR LIFE. 

A last desperate effort is now being 
made to gave the Ufe of Meskil by an 
appeal to the Governor for executive 
clemency in a petition to have the 
death sentence commuted to life im- 
prisonment. This is now before the 
Governor, but no action has been taken 
by him, and the indications are that 
he will let justice take its course. 
The petition for the commutation of 
the death sentence is backed by affi- 
davits of the relatives and friends of 
Meskil, who knew him in hie home in 
Lincoin, Neb. The main contention in 
these affidvaits is that Meskil has al- 
ways been a moral pervert and does 
not and never did realize the difference 
between right and wrong. 

The affidavits go into detail regard- 
ing the mental attitude of Meskil in 
an attempt to show that he is irre- 
sponsible for his acts and that while 
a danger to society he should not be 
held accountable to the gallows 

The original affidavits in the case 
were sent to the Governor about three 
weeks ago by Attorney Smy-er. 

Now that the legal atmosphere is 
cleared, so far as the appeal is con- 
cerned, it is stated that no time wll 
be lost in having the notice diemissed 
and then proceedings will be rushed | 
to have the priesener resentenced to 
death—uniess, as i* unlikely, the Gov- 
ernor interferes.

Judge Conrey set Friday afternoon 
at 2 o'clock for sentence, and refused 
the application for ball on the ground 
that he had no authority to grant it 
until sentence had been passed. 

Dr. Lanterman was at once taken to 
the County Jail. There he sat for @ 
long time in the office until quarters 
could be prepared for him as a “board- 
er.” He looked downcast, and refused 
to talk. It was evident that the ver- 
dict came upon him as a surprise, for 
so confident were his attorneys of an 
acquittal yesterday that the case went 
to the jury without any effort upon the 
part of the defense to introduce evi- 
dence in behalf of the accused. 

OF NO AVAIL. 

The prisoner was disappointed that 
his attorney, Ear! Rogers, was not 
present yesterday. As a matter of 
fact, ex-Judge J. W. MeKinley and 
Paul Schenck made an exceedingly 
hard fight in his behalf in the face of 
the most positive evidence to support 
the official charge of making a false 
return of expenses to the county. 

It was 3: o'clock when the jury 
retired, after long instructions from 
the judge, and it was 8:30 when it an- 
nounced that it had reached a ver- 
dict. 

Judge Conrey was waiting in his 
chambers, and the court officers were 
on duty, but only a few newspaper 
men, Attorney Schenck, Dr. Lanter- 
man, and a small sprinkling of friends 
of the defendant were in the large 
courtroom, which presented a dreary 
aspect when the jury was ready to re- 
port. 

In answer to the stereotyped ques- 
tion as to an agreement, a written ver- 
dict was passed up. As the verdict 
was read. Dr Lanterman’s head bowed 
om his breast, and he turned pale. That 
was the only sign of emotion he ex- 
hibited. 

Attorney Schenck called for a poll of 
the jury; the verdict was necessarily 
unanimous. 

NO WITNESSES FOR DEFENSE. 

When the trial of Dr. Lanterman 
was resumed yesterday morning his 
counse] announced that they would fn- 
troduce no witnesses, and Deputy Dis- 
trict-Attorn¢y McCormack began his 
arguinent at once. He dwelt particu- 
larly open the testimony given by 
“lyde M. Sage, former deputy coro- 
ner, who has pleaded guilty to the 
same charge of which his chief is 
convicted. Continuing he said: 

“It has been shown that no immunity 
has been offered Sage as an induce- 
ment te testify against the defendant. 
He hes made a clean breast of his 
wrongdving, and has made what res- 
titution he could, and that is more 
than this defendant has done. This 
defendant seems perfectly willing to re- 
tain the $8.10 he wrongfully obtained, 
but when it comes to culpability for 
his acts he tries to throw the blame 
upon the shoulders of the unfortunate 
Sage.” 
In his argument, Attorney Schenck 
scored Sage, holding that he Was re- 
spoftsible for making out the fraudu- 
lent claims, as he had pleaded guilty 
to dolag, and he accentuated the fact 
that Sage was: willing to go on the 
stand and ineriminate himself in testi- 
fying against his former chief. 

In an ingenious argument Attorney 
McKinley insisted that no fraudulent 
intent had been shown against Dr. 
Lanterman, but that as Coroner he

Deputy Dist.-Atty. MeCormick closed 
the arguments, holding that Dr. Lan- 
terman as Corener was in charge of 
the office, and responsible for § the 
business.

while Impartial and voluminous as to 
the law in the case, apparently favor- 
able to the defendant. 

This is the first case in which a pub- 
lic official of Los Angeles county has 
been convicted of “graft.” It wag a 
year ago last February that the main 
item in the expense bill of $8.46, pre- 
sented to the Board of Su by 
the Coroner, was “exploited.” This 
was a charge of $1.50 for a trip to 
Pomona to view a dead body, of which 
$1 was for railroad fare. 

It was proved conclusively by the 
testimony of Sage, who 
Coroner Lanterman on the trip, and 
others, that the Coroner rode to and 
from Pomona on a pass supplied him 
by the Salt Lake Raliroad. While the 
proof in the other items of the fraud- 
ulent bill was not so strong it was 
sufficient to convince the jury that Dr. 
Lanterman Was a “grafter.” 

NO IMMUNITY. 


Since the verdict, politicians are

Efforts of Santa Fe to Meet 
Water Competition. . 


Officials Declare Refunds 
Have Been Stopped. 


Frank confession of past concessions 
to shippers and jobbers was made by 
Santa Fé officials at yesterday's hear- 
ing before the State Raiiroad Commis- 
sion, but it was asserted that the road 
‘Bo longer makes temporary rates or 
grants “refunds.” 

Numerous instances of rebates given 
to San Francisco and local firms were 
cited by Raymond Benjamin, assistant 
Attorney-General in his searching ex- 
amination of W. G. Barnwell, general 
freight agent and Edward Chambers, 
assistant general freight traffic man- 
ager. Both gentlemen freely admitted 
the facts in each individual case, but 
were ready with copious reasons. 

The commissioners supplemented the 
queries of Atty.-Gen. Webb and his as- 
sistant by numerous questions, mainly 
directed at the methods in vogue at 
the present time. “We are grateful to 
the officers of the company for their 
evident desire to furnish us with full 
data on traffic rates,’ stated Commis- 
sioner Loveland. “We are aiming to 
get at the bottom of the question with 
reference to future procedure of this 
board, in fixing maximum rates.” 

Although Chambers admitted on the 
witness stand that special rates were 
formerly granted to Haas, Baruch & 
Co., and the J. R. Newberry Company 
of this city on shipments of sugar from 
San Francisco to Los Angeles, he de- 
clared that the same rates could have 
been secured by any local jobber at 
that time. “We did not discriminate 
in favor of these or any other firms,” 
he said emphatically. “Our only ob- 
ject was to meet water competition 
from San Francisco. Although the 
vouchers may show that Haas, Baruch

REFRIGERATOR RATES.

Inu the case of Dan 
Murphy. who operates an ice plant at 
Needles, the witness stated that Mur- 
phy had been given a iow rate on 
oll shipments in order that he might 
manufacture ice at the lowest possible 
cost. This ice was used by the railroad 
company for icing its refrigerator cars. 
He admitted that private car lines had 
|formerly operated its cars over the

owned any of these cars. 

He said that the company owns its 
own refrigerator cars which are oper- 
ated by the Santa Fé Refrigerator 
Dispatch, a subsidiary concern. He 
stated that its operation sometimes 
‘lost money for the company.

There will be a war for con- 
trol of the Pacific unless we make that war im- 
possible because we are strong enough to maintain 
our position. 


HE DES MOINES EXPERIMENT.

For the first time in the history of legislation in 
the United States, in this bill “labor” is named in 
specific terms.

The Damage to the Schools. - 

LOS ANGELES, April 7.—[To the 
Biditor of The Times:] I notice with 
great pleasure the able presentation In 
The Times of Sunday of the school 
finance question. It is a question that 
Bas been discussed secretly by the 
teachers for the past month or two, 
in fact, ever since the superintendent 
informed them in a called meeting 
that they were to lose this year two 
weeks’ salary and a per cent. of the 
same, though.the twelve months pay- 
ments Were to remain intact. The 
question that came to the mind of 
every one in the audience was: By 
what subtle reasoning can this edu- 
cator make eleven and not quite a 
half menths wages equal twelve 
months’ wages? 

However, the superintendent then 
(rade a_ startling statement, that 
not only the teaching force, but the 
superintendents and the entire office 
department would feel the two weeks 
and a percentage loss. Had the 
“gentleman stopped for a moment's 
tl.cught, ke would have recalled that 
he had.stated an unequivocal impossi- 
bility, for at the time of his election, 
he. in common with the other heads 
of the department, including the High 
School principals, was changed from a 
monthly to a yearly scale of salary, 
thereby allowing no cut from the sail- 
ary to be made at any time. 

I think that the school board has al- 
ways felt that it had the teaching 
force with it In any project attempted, 
until! this year. Now, throughout the 
echools, dissatisfaction is the pre- 
. ¥ailing note, and since the schoolroom 
must reflect the teacher's attitude, that 
dissatisfaction hae shown itself in 


I know positively that the teaching 
force of next year will be different by 
far from what it is now. Many of 
the best teachers applied since Febru- 
ary for positions in other cities, nota- 
bly San Francisco, Oakland Seattle 
and algo in different Arizona towns. 
The poorer ones will remain, as they 
know that their reco ndations will 
not secure them a position eisewhere, 
and a poorly-paid position is better 
than none. 

Los Angeles boasts widely of being 
in the highest grade of cities in school 
efficiency. How is that efficiency to 
be maintained if teachers are to be 
treated unfairly, and promises made 
to them are not kept? Each teacher 
Signs at the beginning of the year a 
contract for that year, binding herself 
to that contract for the ensuing year. 
Breach of that contract is regarded 
as dishonest by the heads of the de- 
partment. What faith and honor as to 
contract or other matters can the 
board expect, when they are the first 
to break faith, as in this matter of 
promising a payment of twelve months 
and giving less than eleven and a half 
months’ salary. 

The department, through Dr. Moore, 
has encouraged economy throughout 
the department, saying that if the 
teachers were careful to the extreme 
of the use of chalk, pen points and 
paper, there wouki be probably enough 
money for the twelve payments. As a 
consequence so conscientiously econom- 
ical have the teachers been that in 
many rooms the children have been 
compelled to buy paper which ought 
legally to have been furnished, accord- 
ing to the book of rules, by the de- 
partment.

PHOENIX STIRRED BY EPIDEMIC 
OF ELECTIONS. 


Maricopa County to Settle “Dry” 
Question—Motor Boat Traffic Pro- 
jected on Colorade River—Angele- 
nos Buy Acreage for Townsite. 
Much Mesquite Weod Handled. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THD TIMES.) 


PHOENIX (Ariz.) April 6.—Just at 
present this locality is immersed in 
politics. Last Saturday there was a 
hotly-contested. school election, and 
Territorial Auditor Sims Ely was 
elected a trustee. City Councilmen are 
to be elected from the fecond and 
Fourth wards on May 5. A hot fight 
has been in progress for a week in 
the latter ward among the Republicans. 
In a primary election held there yes- 
terday, more votes were polled than the 
ward boasts voters. The winner was 
the faction supporting CC. W. Cisney for 
renomination. 

Tomorrow will be held the Repub- 
lican county primaries.that will be a 
factor in determining the question of 
sending an instructed Taft delegation 
to the National Republican Conven- 
tion. The City Republican and Demo- 
cratic conventions will be held Wednes- 
day evening. On Saturday comes the 
Republican county convention, to 
choose delegates tothe Territorial 
convention, which meets in Tucson a 
week later. 

Added to all of this, within Mari- 
copa county, next Monday, will be 
held an election deciding whether liquor 
shall be sold. The liquor dealers have 
formed a strong organization. There 
is general belief that the vote will 
fail to sustain the anti-saloon element. 
ARIZONA AND CALIFORNIA ROAD. 
It had been expected that the new 
Arizona and California Railroad would 
be completed and in operation by Au- 
gust of this year, but it is now known 
that the road is to be built westward 
from the Parker bridgé, under charge 
of the same F. M. Murphy interests 
that have built the line thus far. Some 
men are working on grade approaches 
on the California side of the great Colo- 
rado River bridge but little is expected 
to be done on road building to Bengal 
till after the bride is done, which will 
be some time this summer. Three hun- 
dred men are employed on the bridge. 
The greater part of the caisson work 
has been done, and the false work has 
been extended dcross the stream. On 
the California side there will be about 
eight miles of heavy grading. There- 
after, to the junction with the main 
line of the Santa Fé, the work will be 
light. Yet, as the distance is about 
ninety-five miles, there is slight prob- 
ability of the rails being connected 
much before winter time. 

PARKER GROWING FAST. 

Parker is growing fast and already 


is a supply point for great mining dis- 
tricts around. Several new gasoline 
motor boats are being built for traffic 
on the Colorado from Parker, two of 
them for the service of the Blythe es- 
tate thirty-five miles below; on the 
California side. Decided activity is re- 
ported in a mining way on the Califor- 
ina side, where there are scores of rich 
properties that have been almost un- 
touched for years, owing to the lack of 
transportation facilities. Los Angeles 
people are interested in some of these, 
NEEDED BRIDGE TO BE BUILT. 
For years there has been need.of a 
wagon bridge across Salt River, a 
stream which usually is unfordable for 
at least three months a year. D. B. 
Heard and other owners of lands lying 
immediately south of Phoenix, and of 
the river, will assess themselves $16,000 
and build a bridge on a continuation of 
the line of Center street. This move 
has stirred up the people of Tempe, 
nine miles east of Phoenix. They de- 
clare that at their town is the only 
place for the bridge, and they have 
called upon the Supervisors to build it 
forthwith. At Tempe are several spans 
of a bridge formerly used by the Phoe- 
nix and Bastern Railroad, and this 
structure, it has been suggested, can be 
bought cheaply by the county. 

NEW TOWN PROJECTED. 
Thomas J. Fry and William Prather 
of Los Angeles have bought the old 
Peter Winkelman ranch, at Wuinke!l- 
man, and will plot it into a townsite of 
320 acres. ‘They base the hopes of their 
town upon the prospect that upon its 
edge will be established the great smel-

THE OIL INDUSTRY. 


Section Six Company Loses Temblor 
Plant by Fire—Work of Other 
Companies. 

The Section Six Company received 
word yesterday that its boiler-house 
and engines were destroyed by fire 
early the same morning. No particu- 

lars were given as to cause, 

The Mexican Central Railroad ex- 
pects to change ten of its locomotives 
from coal to oll burners every month, 
at which it. will have liquid fuel in use 
everywhere on its line before long.

This morning Chief of Police Wil- 
liams received a call from a Los An- 
geles physician, who asked that he in- 
vestigate Mr. Rockwell's case on be- 
half of the old man’s son at Santa Bar- 
bara, who was ill and whose telegrams 
to his father had been unanswered. 

Chief Williams went over to the 
house, and was met by Mrs. Lindsay, 
who at first declined to admit him, stat- 
ing that she was Rockwell's flancée, and 
thet he was too fll to be seen. The Chief 
asked if Mr. Rockwell did not have a 
wife, to which the woman said that 
Mrs. Rockwell had been dead seven 
days, and that she had been engaged to 
the old man that long. The Chief in- 
sisted on admittance, which was finally 
grented. He found Rockwell lying on 
a couch, listless and vacant looking. 
but he roused when told his son was 
ill, and voluntered to go to Sania Bar- 
bara as soon as he could get hie cloth- 
ing on. Then Mre. Lindsay, placing 
her hand on the old man's wrist and 
displaying to advantage a ring on the 
engagement finger, gnnounced that she 
must he consulted, as she was Mrs. 
Rock well. 

The old man tooked at her. a flash of 
wonder creeping into hia face, “Why, 
no, Mre. Lindsay; you're not my wife,” 
he said. 

“Well, we're engaged, are we not’”’ 
she asked, coaxingly, to which he dully 
and slowly assented, and Mrs. Lindsay 
turning triumphantly to the officer re- 
marked: “That was just the same ag, 
being married.”’

TIALLY IDENTIFIED.

Traces Which Might Shew Who 
He Was Are Missing, but There 
Are a Few Left Which indicate 
That He Was from the Country . 
About San Francisco. 


SANTA MONICA, April 7.—By the 
finding of a body afloat at sea today. 
William. Ackerson. a Santa Monica 
fisherman, prevented old ocean from 
burying her secret beneath many 
fathoms of blue water. 

Ackerson, with the gasoline launch 
Manchester, started this morning for 
the fishing banks three miles offshore 
and soon after reaching his destination 
saw a body being tossed by the 
breakers. He ensnared his find in a 
net and towed the body to this city, 
where it was deposited at the Todd 
undertaking parlors to await the com- 
ing of the Coroner. 

That the body is of « suicide is be- 
lieved from the fact that all laundry 
marks and other possible clews that 
might lead to identification had been 
painstakingly removed. It is believed 
that he leaped from the Port Los An- 
geles pier or a passing steamer after 
having decided upon committing sui- 
cide by drowning. The body is that 
of a smooth-faced man, perhaps 50 
years of age, and weighing 160 pounds. 
He was dressed in a substantial suit 
of black and wore a black sateen shirt. 
In his pocket was $30.55 in currency 
and coin, a gold watch, gold-rimmed 
spectacles, a pgckage of tobacco and 
cigarette papers. There was also a 
vest-pocket diary for the current year, 
but from this all entries up to and 
including January 2% had been re- 
moved. 

The page of the diary on which had 
been written a personal description, 
name, etc., of the owner of the book 
had also been torn out: but enough 
of the page remained to show that the 
first let of the man’s Christian 


name was “O,” and that in case any & 


accident might befall him notice should 
be sent to friends whose address was 
“Pressidio.”” Additional evidence that 
the dead man hed come South from 
San Francisco was contained in medi- 
eal prescriptions found in one of his 
pockets. These were numbered 14,513 
and 14,112, were on blanks from Zeh's 
drug store, No. 1226 Market street, and 
bore the initials “T. K."” One of the 
prescriptions contained cocaine and the 
decipherable directions of the other 
showed that it was a preparation for 
the eye.
